But our modern Princes, having the Experi- 
ence of former Times in View, endeavour ſtill 
ro out- do the paſt; and this entering into the 
Thoughts of Lewis XIV. of France, produced 
that ſtupendous Pile, by him nam'd the /nva- 
lids, ſituated in the Fauxbourg of St. Germain 's, 
near Paric, of whoſe Splendor, Grandeur and 
Decorum, the publick printed Deſcription 
ſpeaks at large.
